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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The amendment filed 12/30/04 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it introduces 
new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall introduce new 
matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the 
original disclosure is as follows: "The wheels 18 may be mounted on an assembly (not shown) 
which is pivotal from the underside of the car seat 10. . . Alternately the wheels 18 can be 
unfolded from underneath the car seat 10 as shown in FIGS. 1-4. The wheels may be manually 
pulled down into the rolling position from the recess under the car seat 10 while the seat 10 is 
still inside the car. For additional safety, the wheels 18 may be locked into place by extending a 
butterfly bolt 32 through the wheels 18 or wheel assembly and the car seat 10 as shown in Fig.4. 
Using this additional safety features the wheels 18 or wheel assembly can only be unlocked, for 
folding into the recess by manually pressing the wings of the butterfly bolt 32 and removing the 
butterfly bolt 32 from the wheels 18 or wheel assembly and the car seat 10. The butterfly bolt 
32 may remain in the car seat 10 or wheel assembly when not in use". 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make arid use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for child car seat with a wheel assembly, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for the deployment and storage of the wheel assembly. The specification does not 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. The 
folding and consequently storage of the "wheels or wheel assembly between" its use and storage 
position is unclear and confusing. Furthermore the locking of the "wheels or wheel assembly" is 
unclear and confusing, as the written disclosure fails to teach one of ordinary skill in the art how 
to make the wheels movable between a stored and deployed position without undue 
experimentation. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 12/30/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant has still failed to illustrate or disclose properly as to how one of ordinary 
skill in the art would properly secure the wheels or wheel assembly (not shown) between a stored 
and rolling position. Applicant assumes that one of ordinary skill in the art will apply the 
teachings of other patents (from non related art) to the claimed invention without undue 
experimentation and burden. The applicant has not properly illustrated or disclosed how the 
teachings of these other (non related prior art) patents would be incorporated within the claimed 
invention.
